I do not know why the average sink 
is designed for the very short woman, 
but it is so. 
To remedy this difficul­ 
ty, there are racks which can be 
bought to he placed under Dio dish 
pan to raise the latter to the desired 
height. 
If one is not obtainable, re: L 
the pan on the kitchen table* or some 
other support that will not necessi­ 
tate your stooping over while the dish 
washing is in progress. 
Again an abundance of eh an hot 
water is e seiuial. There is no excuse 
for greasy, dirty water containing 
floating hits of food. 
Vet how many 
housekct pcrs, who pride themselves 
ou their ckunlint as, are guilty in this 
regard! 
The common laws of sani­ 
tation demand a reform. 
As to the accessories employed in 
dish wa lung, these should be clo,,.* 
at hand. 
Besides disbpan, drainer, 
and cloths, they should include a sink 
drainer, s o a p shaker, soap dish, wash­ 
ing powder, gritty cleanser of some 


s o r t , silver paste, and a supply of r.al 
soda, commonly called washing soda. 


Th e s e may, for the mo. t p a r t , he con­ 
veniently placed on a shelf back of 
the sink. 
The order in which (lie dishes are 
washed has considerable to do with 
the heaviness or lightness of the bur- 
dt n. 
Why not appreciably less* n it 
by attacking the hardest, things Jirsi? 
To he specific, I would recommend 
first tho cleansing of pots, pans, and 
kettles—what commonly conn* under 
the general head of '’rough" dislus. 
Now these are apt to be quite obsti­ 
nate, as every lnniseuiie knows. The 
gritty cleanser may he effective in 
some cases, hut the very |m t treat­ 
ment I have yet discovered for re­ 
moving sticky hardened 
aubstanc* * 
from trying pans and sim ilar utensils 
is to : prinkk* them with washing pow­ 
der, cover the hoi tom with cold water, 
and allow them to simmer on the top 
of the stove. 
They will take care of 
themsf lves while the table is being 
cleared anil the food put away. 
If 
some dish still refuses to yield to 
this means of loosening refuse mat­ 
ter, it is well, after the remainder of 
the dishes are out of the way, to al­ 
low' it to soak in a soapy solution of 
washing soda for a time. 
Next to the cooking utensils come 
the sil\*r and glass. 
A clean dish 
cloth and immaculate towel are re­ 
quisite for this part of the task. 
If

time to dean ii immediately rattier 
than put it away soiled, for it will 
have to be taken out and cleaned in 
any case before it can he used again.
